Your  Standing  Committee  on  House  of  Industry  and  Refuge 
beg  leave  to  report  that,  in  view  of  the  sad  disaster  which  has  re- 
cently occurred  in  the  County  of  Norfolk,  where  a number  of  in- 
mates in  the  Poor  House  there  lost  their  lives  owing  to  the  inef- 
ficent  means  of  escape  from  fire,  and  for  the  want  of  proper  pro- 
visions to  prevent  occurrences  of  the  kind,  your  Committee  has 
deemed  it  to  be  its  duty  to  inspect  our  House,  and  in  case  any  im- 
provement should  be  deemed  desirable,  to  take  the  necessary  steps 
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to  have  the  matter  brought  before  your  Council  for  immediate  ac- 
tion on  the  same.  In  connection  with  this  matter,  we  would  beg 
to  report  finding  the  means  of  egress  from  the  upper  corridors  in- 
sufficient in  case  of  fire,  and  also  find  that  no  provision  has  been 
made  for  a supply  of  water. 

Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  . 
have  an  outside  stairway  or  tower  at  the  western  end,  and  a similar 
stairway  at  the  eastern  end  of  the  House ; this  would  give  a ready 
means  of  escape  for  the  inmates  in  case  of  any  sudden  disaster  im- 
pending, such  as  the  one  already  mentioned. 

Your  Committee  would  also  recommend  that  a Tank  or  Cistern 
be  put  down  capable  of  Containing  a sufficient  supply  of  water,  in 
a convenient  spot  adjacent  to  the  buildings,  to  be  supplied  from  the 
roofs,  in  order  that  the  Steam  Fire  Engine  from  Berlin  may  be 
made  available  in  case  of  fire.

PHYSICIAN’S  REPORT. 

To  the  Warden  and  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the  County  of  Waterloo . 

Gentlemen, — In  accordance  with  your  By-law,  I beg  to  sub- 
mit for  your  consideration  my  Report  upon  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  House  of  Industry  and  Refuge  for  the  year  ending  30th  No- 
vember, 1877. 
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With  a total  of  inmates  numbering  one  hundred  and  forty, 
I find  that  few  have  escaped  coming  into  the  Doctor's  hands  for 
some  ailment,  while  many  have  been  more  or  less  constantly  under 
treatment.  Notwithstanding  this,  however,  I am  happy  to  be  able 
to  report  a smaller  percentage  of  deaths  than  has  occurred  in  any 
one  year  since  the  House  was  opened,  and  this  percentage  would 
have  been  very  considerably  less  than  it  is  were  it  not  for  the  repre- 
hensible tendency  that  exists  amongst  some  in  authority  to  mistake 
our  Refuge  for  a Provincial  Hospital,  and  to  treat  it  accordingly. 
The  following  list  of  deaths,  with  the  explanations  accompanying, 
will  speak  for  itself : — 

Jessie  Brown — an  infant  three  days  old;  born  in  the  Institution  ; 
died  of  infantile  convulsions. 

Wm.  Henry  Pope — a mulatto  boy,  for  several  years  an  inmate ; 
died  of  consumption  (tubercular)  of  the  bowels  ; aged  eighteen 
years. 

Catharine  Lackner — for  many  years  a sufferer  ; died  of  fatty  de- 
generation, with  senile  debility ; aged  seventy- eight  years. 

Ann  Golden — an  inmate  of  several  years  standing  and  an  invalid 
for  two  years  ; died  of  consumption  ; aged  twenty- five  years. 

Christian  Riehm — of  some  Western  State  ; came  home  to  die  of 
colloid  cancer,  after  having  got  rid  of  all  his  earthly  goods  ; 
aged  forty- seven  years. 

Elizabeth  Herman — a servant  girl,  of  Berlin  ; was  admitted  in  the 
last  stage  of  typhoid  fever,  and  died  within  a few  days  after 
admission  ; aged  twenty-eight  years. 

Edwin  Murphy — hailing  from  the  eastern  portion  of  our  Province, 
committed  suicide  by  shooting  himself  with  a revolver.  Not- 
withstanding the  criminality  of  his  act,  he  was  sent  to  the 
Poor  House  in  a dying  condition  from  hemorhage  of  the  lung, 
when  the  Gaol,  both  in  law  and  expediency,  would  have  been 
the  proper  place  to  which  to  send  him.  He  died,  aged  twenty- 
eight  years.  In  respect  to  this  case,  and  the  one  preceding,  I 
desire  it  to  be  understood  that  they  had  been  under  treatment 
in  the  hands  of  a medical  gentleman  not  connected  with  the 
Institution,  and  were  in  a state  of  collapse  when  admitted 
thereto. 

A condensation  of  the  above  will  show  that  there  were  two 
deaths  from  tubercular  consumption,  one  from  cancer,  one  from 
old  age  with  attendant  degeneration,  one  from  gunshot  wound,  one 
from  typhoid  fever,  and  one  infant  from  want  of  that  stamina  that 
a healthy  and  legitimate  parentage  usually  affords.  In  the  latter 
connection  I deem  it  a duty  to  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  there 
is  an  increasing  tendency  to  pervert  our  usefulness  into  that  usually 
to  be  found  in  a Lying-in  Hospital.

In  conclusion,  I may  state  that  a large  number  of  the  inmates 
have  suffered  during  the  autumn  season  particularly,  and  that 
many  are  now  quite  ill,  but  none  with  contagious  disease.  Amongst 
those  at  present  under  treatment  are  seven  (7)  inmates  who  never 
were  inhabitants  of  our  County  until  their  admission  to  the  Poor 
House,  and  who  do  not  pay  for  their  maintenance.  Application 
has  been  made  to  the  Asylum  at  Orillia  with  a view  to  getting  two 
idiots  admitted  to  that  institution — one  a female  the  other  a male. 
The  female  has  been  awarded  admission,  but  the  male  compart- 
ments are  at  present  full. 

I beg  to  mention,  before  closing,  the  ever  present  willingness 
on  the  part  of  the  Matron  and  Keeper  to  assist  the  Physician  in 
the  discharge  of  his  duties,  which  the  limited  nursing  power  at 
command  renders  doubly  responsible.  A proof  of  the  care  exer- 
cised may  be  found  in  the  fact  that,  notwithstanding  the  introduc- 
tion of  contagious  diseases  in  this  as  in  former  years,  their  opera- 
tions have  been  confined,  with  few  exceptions,  to  those  originally 
affected.

BY-LAW  No.  262, 

Authorizing  a Reiuard  to  be  paid  for  the  apprehension  and  conviction 
of  Horse  Thieves,  and  repealing  By-law  No.  125. 

Whereas  by  Act  29  and  30  Victoria,  cap.  51,  entitled  ‘-An  Act 
respecting  the  Municipal  Institutions  of  Upper  Canada,”  under 
Section  396  thereof,  it  is  enacted  that  the  Council  of  every 
County  shall  provide  by  By-law  that  a sum  not  less  than  Twenty 
Dollars  shall  be  payable  as  a reward  to  any  person  or  persons  who 
shall  pursue  and  apprehend,  or  cause  to  be  apprehended,  any  per- 
son or  persons  guilty  of  stealing  any  horse  or  mare  within  the  said 
county,  and  such  reward  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Cor- 
poration on  conviction  of  the  thief,  on  the  order  of  the  Judge  be-^ 
fore  whom  the  conviction  is  obtained. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  County  of  Waterloo,  in  Council  duly  convened  and 
assembled,  that  the  sum  of  not  less  than  Twenty  Dollars  nor  more 
than  Fifty  Dollars  shall  be  payable  as  a reward  to  any  person  or 
persons  who  shall  pursue  and  apprehend,  or  cause  to  be  appre- 
hended, any  person  or  persons  guilty  of  stealing  any  horse  or  mare 
within  the  said  County  of  Waterloo,  such  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
funds  of  the  County  of  Waterloo  ; provided  always,  that  unless  the 
owner  of  the  said  horse  or  mare  is  a ratepayer  and  resident  of  the 
said  County  of  Waterloo,  such  reward  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of 
Twenty  Dollars. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  said  County 
shall  pay  said  reward  on  conviction  of  the  thief  or  thieves,  upon 
the  granting  of  an  order  therefor  by  the  Judge  before  whom  such 
conviction  shall  have  been  obtained. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  that  By-law  No.  125  is  hereby  re- 
pealed.
